A TV GUIDE SURVEY 


Here's what schools offer students | 


high school student want- 
ing to study television can 
take his choice of about 

300 colleges and univer- 
sities around the country. In some 
30 percent of these, he can major 
in TV. 

But how valuable is such college 
training? Majoring in TV has some 
advantages, according to Robert F. 
Lewine, NBC's vice president in 
charge of programs. "It would be com- 
parable to majoring in economics or 
geology or hen-raising, if any of these 
things are pertinent to what the stu- 
dent wishes to do in the future." 

He conceded that there is consider- 
able resistance among the "old guard" 
at the networks against hiring young 
people straight out of college. NBC, in 
fact, has never hired anybody simply 
because he majored in TV. 


One reason for this thinking is ad- 
vanced by Prof. Garnet R. Garrison, 
director of broadcasting at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan: Many network 
and advertising-agency executives, he 
says, are graduates of Ivy League 
schools, few of which offered exten- 
sive training in television. 

(One Ivy League school, the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, has taken a 
long stride forward with the establish- 
ment of The Annenberg School of 
Communications, which will include 
television courses in its graduate cur-

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riculum. First classes begin next Sep- 
tember. It will be the Nation's first 
full-time graduate school devoted to 
the entire communications field, in- 
cluding printed and broadcast media.) 
"In the rest of the country," Profes- 
sor Garrison said, "many stations do 
turn to the schools in their areas for 
staff members. A number of station 
people call upon us at Michigan." 


What should a student interested in 
television consider in selecting a col- 
lege? The following suggestions were 
offered by Professor Garrison: 

1. 15 the school strong in general 
liberal arts? Television requires a 
broad cultural background. Lectures, 
concerts, plays, art exhibitions should 
stimulate self-growth. 

2. There should not be too narrow 
a concentration on the study of broad- 
cast techniques. The student should 
take courses in allied fields—psy- 
chology, literature, the arts, sociology, 
journalism, music, political science, 
marketing, advertising and languages. 

3. Are there opportunities to "learn 
by doing" while attending college? If 
the school is in an area with commer- 
cial or educational TV stations, the 
student might obtain part-time em- 
ployment at these stations. 

4. How good is the faculty? Have

the instructors had actual meaning- 
ful experience in television? 

5. Does the school provide sufficient 
access to facilities comparable to those 
at television stations? 

In schools that offer TV training, 
students have a wide choice of TV 
subjects. Those not interested in ma- 
joring in television can select single 
courses in the TV departments. Many 
schools provide a TV workshop in 
which students use actual equipment. 

In addition, there are courses in 
TV writing, acting, production, pro- 
gram planning, studio operation, sta- 
tion management, advertising, re- 
search, TV marketing, law and engi- 
neering. On the technical side, there 
are courses in electronics, transmitter 
operation, ultra-high-frequency trans- 
mission and facsimile transmission 


Northwestern University, in conjunc- 
tion with Chicago's WNBQ, offers a 
six-week symposium оп color TV 
each summer. New York University 
has a 15-week, noncredit workshop in 
which the students stage a "typical 
day in TV" as their final session. The 
University of Michigan produces and 
kinescopes an average of four pro- 
grams each week, then distributes 
these to about 20 stations, both com- 
mercial and educational.

As an example of a day in the life of 
a senior TV student, here's what he 
might go through at the University 
of Denver, which offers a bachelor's 
degree in television 

At 9 A.M. he reports for his first 
class, stage lighting. At 10:40, he has 
а course in creative writing and at 
1140 in TV production. After lunch, 
he reports to KRMA-TV, a Denver 
educational station, where he takes 
over the director's chair or pushes a 
microphone boom or a camera. At 3, 
he reports to KLZ-TV, where he does 
сатега work on commercials or live 
programs until 10 or 11 P.M. On Sun- 
day, he might work on the university's 
live show, Focus, on KRMA-TV 


The need for "people who can pro- 
gram television constructively and sell 
it constructively" was pointed up by 
Joseph Weed, president of Weed Ra- 
dio and TV Corporations At Iowa 
State University, he declared 

"I know that today there is a great 
hue and ery to train qualified tech- 
nical or engineering personnel to 
meet the needs of the electronics age 
I would like to submit, however, that 
there is equal if not surpassing need 
to train people to employ our great 
means of communication in order that 
we may be able not only to conquer 
unknown worlds but in order that 
we may also be able to understand 
each other and to live together.”

"I went 
down to the little business center 
to look for a yarn shop and couldn't 
find one. I can now. Mine." 

Ann also does all the buying for the 
sewing center, which today includes 
both dress and gift departments. She 
has become something of an expert on 
materials and the value of gift items. 

“I go to the gift shows with all the 
other buyers and I can just see them 
thinking, "There's that TV star. What's 
she doing here?' And then I start se- 
lecting and discarding and using their 
jargon, and their mouths fall open." 

The A Bar S Music Corp, which 
came into being in 1956, handles things 
like “Katy,” her current show's theme 
song, on which she and her sister 
Bonnie Lake collaborated. She now 
has “а good catalog of songs, including 
three we've used in the show," and is 
looking around for a professional 
music-man to run the company."It's a 
cutthroat business," she says, "and I'd 
just as soon let somebody else run it." 


Vincent Productions was formed orig- 
inally to handle Private Secretary af- 
fairs and to take two talented young- 
sters under wing. Ann has since 
given up on the two youngsters. "They 
had the talent," she shrugs, "but they 
wouldn't work. Youngsters today think 
the magic is going to hit them over- 
night and they just have to be there." 
Denying the rumor that she had re- 
fused $500,000 for her interest in the 
Private Secretary reruns, Ann said, "I 
have never been interested in selling 
my interest in Private Secretary. And 
people do not make you ofrers unless 
they know you are interested." 

CBS's current Ann Sothern Show, 
filmed in partnership with Desilu, is 
handled by Anso Productions and is 
the one in which Ann takes the most 
active interest."I got talked into doing 
this series," she admits, "but as long 
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as I was going to do it, I wanted to do 
it right. They call me the MGM girl 
over there. 'The things that girl 
wants! they say. But you have to do 
it. You have to do things yóurself." 

With all her activity, Ann professes 
to lead a lonely life. “I’m a business- 
girl in spite of myself," she says wist- 
fully. "Td much rather run a home 
than businesses. MCA [the Music Cor- 
poration of America talent agency; 
Ann currently is represented by the 
William Morris agency] wanted to 
handle me last year. They said, ‘Ann, 
you're a bread-and-butter girl. Al- 
ways working, always making money." 

“Well, that's what I am. I leave the 
house early in the morning and I bring 
home the bacon late at night and the 
servants think I'm crazy to work so 
hard.

word “good” does not, in this sense, 
simply mean "weaker"). Television, 
with the strongest immediate appeal 
to the child and adolescent viewer, 
becomes—because more potent— 
more likely to be blamed for any- 
thing that is going wrong in chil- 
dren’s and adolescents’ adjustment 
to contemporary society. 

The whole argument also is ob- 
scured by the tendency to treat all 
violence as identical—news releases 
of actual crimes, the spot telecasts 
of mob scenes, fictional detective 
stories, Westerns, “space operas” and 
the enactment by puppets of tradi- 
tional fairy tales, where giants and 
witches abound. All of this is “vio- 
lence” in the eyes of many critics, 


who lump together every occasion 
on the screen in which anyone— 
real or unreal, past, present or to 
come—hits, maims, kills, eats, dis- 
embowels or regurgitates some other 
creature. The opponents of those 
who would sweep violence from 
the screen naturally respond that 
the children enjoy conflict and 
scream with delight when pies fly 
through the air and hit someone 
plop in the face, and that taking 
violence out of television, or out 
of children's programs, would re- 
duce them to a dull milk-and-water 
fare not worth looking at. "But," 
those who oppose violence respond, 
“can we afford to turn our children 
into monsters of crime by exposing 
them to violence which calls aloud 
for emulation of the criminal ex- 
ploits in the telecast?" 


In a way, both sides are right, but 
they are not talking about the same 
thing. Children—and adults—do en- 
joy violence and the suspense, hor- 
ror and release that go with tales 
that include violence. Children 
in particular enjoy seeing safely en- 
acted in an unreal world dreadful 
deeds which they daydream about 
but would never dare imitate. Pa- 
rents do seem like giants to children, 
and it’s delightful to see them bested 
by giant-killers, aged nine or 10. 
Policemen are used to terrorize 
small children into good behavior. 
How delightful to watch one fall 
flat on his face! It is tiresome to 
have good table manners, and a 
glorious relief to see grown men 
throwing pies in each other's faces. 
The dark is a fearsome thing, and 
night terrors, lived through in the 
soft glow of a room lit by the light 
from the screen, become manageable 
and tame. Children even feel better, 
more like good children, their anger 
and hate drained safely out of them, 
after watching stories in which the

weak encounter, battle and defeat 
the strong. 

All this is true, and those who 
would denature fairy tales; water 
down Red Riding Hood, and take 
the chase, the shooting and the vic- 
tory out of Westerns are actually 
constructing a world with escape 
without catharsis, without safe fan- 
tasy for childish aggression 

But all this holds only when the 
story on the screen is palpably fic- 
tion, fantasy and unreal. Children 
who are furiously angry with their 
parents know that they cannot do 
without them, even for a night. They 
can revel in the exploits of the good, 
lonely Hero fighting against the Bad 
Man and go to bed clear-eyed and 
innocent. But one scene in which 
someone who might really be them- 
selves, now or in the future, actually 
kills real human beings who might 
be their parents or their teachers 
or their older brothers and sisters 
is quite a different matter 


"This is too frightening to treat as a 
welcome fantasy-escape from the lit- 
Пе hates of everyday. And for the 
occasional lonely child, consumed 
with hatred of some powerful adult, 
television shows which simulate 
Teality so closely that the fiction is 
lost, or which report on real crime, 
become poison from which there 
is no escape.

The parent cannot say, "This 15 not 
real"; and the child begins to ask 
"Is this what children like me do 
when they are angry?"; or "Is this 
what my father or mother might do 
to me?" For the lonely child who 
hates because he or she is lonely, 
there are likely to be no parents 
to comment and give protection 
against fiction, and the screen be- 
comes an incentive and program for 
possible crime. There it is not so 
much a question of how many actual 
crimes are committed as the damage 
done to a human being set to dream- 
ing by an instrument which claims to 
serve society 

Television is not, of course, the 
only offender in the gloating, de- 
tailed report of crime. Radio and the 
tabloids also batten on the morbid 
curiosity born of incipient murder- 
ous impulses in the minds of frus- 
trated, hating people But tele-

Eggs-actly for Easter/ continued 


Now is the time, to paraphrase the 
saying, to put all your eggs in more 
than one basket. This is what TV 
Gume has done in its Easter-season 
food presentation (see picture on 
previous pages).

These suggestions go well with the 
holiday TV fare and are equally 
good for those spring luncheons when 
the girls drop over for an afternoon 
of television or bridge. Included are 
a variety of deviled eggs, gelatin eggs, 
chicken salad in fluted tartlets; and, 
for tradition's sake, we add ham rolls 
stuffed with egg salad. 


Stuffed Eggs and Variations 

6 hard-cooked eggs 

% cup mayonnaise 

М tsp. salt 

И tsp. pepper 

1 tsp. prepared mustard 

1 tbsp. pickle relish 

Split eggs, carefully remove yolks. Mash 

yolks, add remaining ingredients. Fill whites 
with mixture. Garnish as desired. 12 servings. 


Variations: 

е Add И tsp. chili powder, 2 tbsp. chopped 
ripe olives to basic mixture. 

е Add М, Вр. curry powder to basic mix- 
ture. Garnish wilh toasted, slivered almonds 
е Add 1 tbsp. deviled ham to basic mixture. 


Gelatin Eggs 
Make a small hole at each end of the egg 
shell, break the yolk and shake the egg ovt. 
(Use broken eggs for scrambling.) Rinse shell 
with cold water and drain. When dry, cover 
one hole with tape and fill egg shell with 
one of the following gelatin mixtures. Re- 
frigerate, upright, until firm. 
Remove shell, decorate with softened cream 
cheese in а pastry tube. Serve in a basket 
on a bed of green-tinted coconut. 


Gelatin Flavors: 

е Dissolve 1 pkg. strawberry-flavored gela- 
tin in % cup hot water. Add 1 cup pineapple 
juice. Fills 7 eggs. 

е Dissolve 1 pkg. lemon-flavored gelatin in 
24 cup hot water. Add 1 cup orange juice 
Fills 7 eggs. 

е Dissolve 1 pkg. lime-flavored gelatin in 
34 cup hof water. Add 1 cup ginger ole. 
ЕИБ 7 eggs. 


Ham and Egg Rolls 

12 thin slices boiled ham 

6 hard-cooked eggs, chopped 

% tsp. salt 

Ys tsp. pepper 

3 tbsp. chopped green onions 

" cup mayonnaise 

2 tbsp. catsup 

а tsp. dry mustard 

Combine eggs, seasonings, onions, mayon 

naise, catsup and mustard. Divide egg salad 
among slices of ham. Roll and fosten with 
toothpicks. Refrigerate. Slice in one-inch 
pieces. Makes 36 rolls. 


Chicken-Salad Tartlets 


Egg Pastry: 

За cup 
1% cups sifted all-purpose flour 

% tsp. salt 

1 egg, slightly beaten 

1 tbsp. lemon juice 

Cut shortening into flour and salt which

| vivors of the put-it-on-film 
blight that has decimated the ranks of 
the long, live dramas, Armstrong Cir- 
„Се Theater, almost by default, is close 
_ to the top of the heap. The fact that 
_ there are only two other regularly 
Scheduled survivors, however, doesn't 
detract one iota from the show's own 
intrinsic worth. 
Circle Theater has, in fact, the lone 


_ “gimmick” of any hour-long dramatic 


_ show, dead or alive. Its forte is drama- 
| tizing actual news events, sometimes 
even interspersing the live portions of 
à drama with newsreel clips of the 
event (a not overly successful prac- 
tice, and one that could be dispensed 
With) and then winding up by pre-

Occasionally, the show will fiction- 
alize a composite of actual case his- 
tories, always with a message in mind 
A recent example was “House of 
Cards," a dissertation on a disease 
known as compulsive gambling, that 
pointed out not only the evils thereof 
but how one might go about curing it 


Typical of the Circle Theater mold 
was "Miracle at Springhill - Mine," 
which told the story of the two-week 
rescue operation following the October 
1958 Nova Scotia mine disaster. It was 
a gripping bit of theatrics, made all 
the more so by the viewer's knowledge 
that what he was watching actually 
did happen. As is generally the case, 
the story was told from a reporter's 
point of view, and the reporter himself 
—in this instance a disc jockey who 
happened to be near the scene—had a 
few words to say at the close 

Circle Theater may not be as "dis- 
tinguished" as some of its latter-day 
contemporaries, possibly because its 
stories are told by life itself rather than 
by literary-minded writers with care- 
fully built reputations. Nevertheless, 
it is a biweekly haven for those seek- 
ing drama that is both interesting and 
exciting, and there is not much of that 
left on TV these days—D J

She is billed as Lisa Lu but her true Chinese name is Lu Yen- 
Hsiang, which means "The Fragrance of Peking." 

Born in Peking 27 years ago and raised in Shanghai, Miss 
| Lu learned to speak English so flawlessly that when she came 
| to America permanently in 1956 it was as a teacher of 
| Chinese to 615 in an Army language school at Monterey, Cal. 
| Lisa taught six months before she, her husband (an artist in 
j traditional Chinese style) and three children moved on to Los 
Angeles, where The Fragrance of Peking studied at the Pasa- 
dena Playhouse, and hence matriculated into television. 

Today she's seen on Yancy Derringer as the glamorous 
proprietress of a saloon. This is in addition to some 17 ap- 
pearances on everything from Telephone Time (her first show) 
to "The Nightingale," on Shirley Temple's Storybook. 

Lisa has been captivated by the theater ever since, as a 
child, she went to her first Chinese opera, and later saw her 
| first American movie. But acting has been frowned upon for 
| high-born Chinese girls (her family were scholars). Lisa wrung 

a promise from her parents not to interfere with her acting if 
she completed her education in financial administration. 

And when she married in 1949, her husband promised that 
she would be free to pursue her career. Finally, at the Uni- 
versity of Hawaii, she began to study drama and to appear 
in little-theater plays. 

Despite breaking with some Oriental customs, Lisa has al- 
ways preserved her Oriental identity. Even now she wears 
the traditional clothes of her country—tailored in Hong Kong. 

Lisa's ultimate goal is something fairly serious in acting. 
Television she likes because "it is a challenge. You have to 
be a very good actress to work so fast." But most of all she 
would like to make "a movie which would introduce the real 
Chinese culture and philosophy to the West," another which 
would do the same for Western culture in the East. 

Meanwhile, her years spent in educating herself for her 
career have paid off. She is even making a movie—"One-Eyed 
Jacks," with Marlon Brando, whom she describes as "hao- 

chi-la!"—"perfectly marvelous!"
